I have furtherm ore urged 
my parents to allow such an exam in­ 
ation, aud to inform you at once as to 
my death, in case of such an event, 
siuce 1 shall go to my hom e from the 
H ospital to pass the rem ainder of m y 
days. 
A post m ortem exam ination 
can do me no possible harm , and it 
may benefit science, and through it 
some other unfortuuate affected like 
myself. 
Moreover, I desire in this 
m anner to express the gratitude I feel 
to the m any medical m en who have 
labored for m y relief. 
Lastly; it is a 
dutjr I owe to m y sex and m y God.” 
She will leave the H ospital and re­ 
turn home in the city, and in the 
event of her death her request will be 
complied 
w ith by th e 
physicians 
nam ed in her will.
